Samuel C. Dobbs Dies; 


Former Coca-Cola Head

Samuel Candler Dobbs, 81, former President of Coca- 
Cola Company and heavy contributor to Georgia educational 
institutions, died Tuesday night at his country home in 


Lakemont. 
Mr. Dobbs had lived at Lakemont for four years, since 
retiring from business in Atlanta. He had been in failing 
health for four months. 

His life was a story of a coun- 
try boy rising to head of one of 
the nation’s largest businesses. 
Born in Carroll County, near Villa 
Rica, he attended the little coun- 

™ try school there before setting out 
q on his road to success.., 


Coming to Atlanta in 1885, he 
@ started out in the drug business 
owned by his uncle, Asa G. Can- 
dler. In 1890, Mr. Dobbs joined 
the Coca-Cola Company, becoming 
one of the firm’s first salesmen. 
On June 11, 1890, he married the 
late Miss Ruth Mixon. 

His rise in the company was 
rapid. He was made sales-manager, 
then advertising manager of the 
soft drink firm. As a result of his 
efforts in advertising, he was made 
President of the World Associated 
Advertising Clubs in 1909. 

Next came Vice Presidency of 
the Coca-Cola Company. After 
holding that positiom for many 
years, he became President in 
September, 1919, resigning from 
that position a year later. He con- 
tinued to’serve as a director, while, 
giving most of his attention to 
other enterprises until four years 
ago. ‘

Amendments Designed To Cut Taxes| Harder Life Ahead. 


Of Fultonites Coming Into Atlanta

Salaeeiasen euisehid to cut the tenes ef these Fulton countians to be taken into the 
city limits, and to trim the taxes of Atlanta homeowners are included in nine proposed 
constitutional amendments to be voted on by the people next Tuesday. 


The Fulton amendments on the 
ballot are numbered from 21 
threugh 29. The amendments are 


in connection with the Pian of 
Improvement for Greater Atlanta, 
which was approved by the peo- 
ple of this section in a referendum 
June 28. If the amendments are 
passed, 46 bills will be introduced 
in the Legislature in January to 
carry out the provisions of the 
plan. would become effet- 
tive Jan. 1, 1952. 

Amendment No. 21 would have 
the City of Atlanta assume the 
bonded indebtedness of schools 
which are to be taken into the 
city school system from outside 
Atianta’s present limits. This 
means, Rep. Luther Alverson ex- 
plained, that the remaining debt 
on the school buildings in these 
affected areas would be paid from 
the city’s general funds. This 
would reduce the tax burden on 
the people in the area of the 
school built with bonds, he added. 

Amendment No. 22 wouid gimp- 
ly permit Atlanta citizens to pay 
their city taxes and county taxes

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Ministers Balk at French Plan 
To Limit German Troops’ Part 


Session Halted Before Naming 


Supreme Commander for Forces 


Specia! to The New York Times and The Atianta Constitution 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31—The Defense Ministers of the North Atlantic treaty nations, 
short by France's unexpected proposal on German troop utilization, adjeurned 
Tuesday night unable to go forward with creation of a supreme command for the defense 


of Western Europe. 

Formaliy adjourning at 7:30 
the Defense Ministers issued a 
cemmunique noteworthy for its 
failure to mention action on. de- 
cisions that prior to the “pleven 
plan” on Germany had been con- 
sidered satisfactorily settied. 

Presented with a plan that 
‘crossed military and even defense 
committee lines the committee 
members were forced to refer the 
German issue to. the Council of 
Deputies of the North Atlantic 
treaty organization. 

Haited in the middie of their 
agenda by France's complex plan 
to limit German participation in 
the “integrated force” for Euro- 
pean defense, the Ministers, it 
was said Tuesday night. never 
even touched on the matter of a 
supreme command, much less the 
nationality of its commander or 
the name of the military leader. 

Despite the appearing sfalemate 
and what at least United States 
military leaders consider a re- 
grettable loss of valuable time 
Secretary of Defense George C. 
Marshall, chairman of the meet- 
ing. expressed the view that the 
German question might be troned 
out in a matter of weeks. 

In their communique the Min- 
isters declared that the Germean 
question had been discussed and 
that the Ministers had “reaffirmed 
the importance, subject to ade- 
quate safeguards, of a German 
contribution to the building up of 
the defense of Furovne.” 

The Ministers added that the 
plan presented by the French— 
which essentially calls for a re- 
stricted use of German troop: 
welded into Allied Nation forces 
and for a defense minister federa- 
tion for Western Furope—‘in- 
volves far-reaching implications 
of a political as well as a military 
character which the Ministers con- 
sidered would require further 
study by governments.” .

Fulton’s Judges 


Deserve Public Thanks 


Fulton Superior Court’s seven judges 
are to be commended for bringing the civil 
docket up to date. It is the first time in 
the memory of oldtimers at the court house 
that there has not been a heavy backlog of 
civil cases awaiting trial. 

The judges have caught up by holding 
morning and afternoon sessions, often ex- 
tending far into the night. The regular 
two-month recess in Summer has been 
eliminated. 


One-third of the civil litigation in Geor- 
gia is handled by the Fulton circuit. There 
are 35 judicial circuits in the State. The 
Fulton burden has been increasing rapidly 
in recent years as the metropolitan area 
has grown, but no judges have been added 
in more than a decade. 


The process of catching up has been a 
long, trying grind. The public, which will 
benefit by quicker justice, owes its thanks 

to the jurists.

Regulate Parking 
On Luckie, Hemphill 


One motorist has described the traffic 
tie-ups on Hemphill Avenue during rush 
hours as “tortuous.” To the thousands 
who use this route twice daily that is a 
mild term indeed. Traffic moves at a 
worm’s pace, often being backed up more 
than two blocks, hindering the flow 
through side streets as well. 

Actually there is no need for the exas- 
perating slow-up. Hemphill and Luckie 
are wide enough for two lanes of traffic 
on each side. But parked cars along the 
side inevitably channel what ought to be 
two-lane traffic into a single lane. 

Today the City Traffic Commission will 
consider a proposal to do something about 
the situation. Traffic Engineer Karl Bevins 
favors a plan which would call for elimi- 
nation of parking on the right side coming 
into town during morning rush hours and 
on the right side going out in the after- 
noon. 

That is the simple, effective and eco- 
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there are arguments for it there. There 
are no arguments whatever for it in the 
general election and every argument now 
being used by administration leaders for 
applying it to the general election is spu- 


qrious and without foundation. 


They say they fear political domina- 
tion by Fulton County. How can Fulton, 
with six unit votes, control any election in 
the State so long as nomination in the 
Democratic primary is equivalent to elec- 
tion? 

That very argument presupposes, as has 
been charged by Rep. Pierre Howard, an 
administration supporter of DeKalb, that 
there are plans to abolish the primary. 

Gov. Talmadge has denied he wants to 
abolish the primary and says he will favor 
legislation making it mandatory. Perhaps 
the Governor is sincere. But the Gover- 
nor himself would not be indispensable to 
a State political machine controlling every 
office from county ordinary to Chief Jus- 
tice of the State Supreme Court. 

If there were not plans to abolish the 
primary why was there not a provision in- 
serted in the proposed constitutional 
amendment requiring a primary to be 
held? 

The people might well dsk themselves 
that question before.voting on the amend- 
ment next Tuesday.

Heavy, 
slow-moving trucks hold up long lines of 
cars over the hills. A great many acci- 
dents occur when exasperated motorists 
take a chance and pass on a hill. An espe- 
cially hazardous one is the long, steep 
grade just north of the Westinghouse 
plant and extending to the Seaboard Rail- 
way. County Commissioners could elimi- 
nate this bottleneck by widening the road- 
way sufficiently to provide a lane for 
trucks laboring up the hill. There being 
no houses on either side it would be a 
project far less expensive, and much more 
effective, than several others that have 
gained approval. 

Traffic Engineer Bevins points out that 
even after the Expressway is completed 
Luckie, Hemphill and Northside Drive will 
continue to be a heavily traveled route be- 
cause it is the shortest into the downtown 
area. Everything possible ought to be done 
to make it safe and speedy.

The article is backed up by a personal note 
from Jim Betts, Times staffer, that the road, 
the only link between Dade County and the rest 
of Georgia, has three very bad washouts and a 
landslide which will, come the rains, finish the 
stretch of highway. 

Dade County gave up its “independence” and 
came back into the fold on the 4th of July in 
1945. The Atlanta Constitution covered the occa- 
sion by sending Reporter Sterling Slappey to the 
county. Slappey wrote: . 

“In this county where until 1941 ‘you couldn't 
ride a mule to Dade from Georgia’ there is only 
one gateway from the rest of the State. In 1941 
the E. D. Rivers Highway was blasted and chipped 


ing Dade County off from her 158 sisters in 
Georgia. 

After all, Dade Countians deserve a lot of 
credit. Not only did they reunite with us in °45, 
but they’ve even gone into the United Nations 
and they let the UN flag wave last week from 
every school and church and from most of the 
business houses in the county. 

If Georgia doesn't act in that road crisis, 
they may take the problem to Lake Success.

The same line of anarchistic thinking is put forth by another 
arch radical, Dave Turner, editor of the Bulloch Times. 


“Counties are mere boundaries,” he writes, “but are not 
citizens. Individuals vote, but lands and acres do not. A citizen 
of Geofgia votes for an official—and his vote is entitled to equal 


recognition wherever he lives. ... The man who wants to be 
fair—to ‘do unto others as he would be done by’—will vote against 
a scheme to control by minorities instead of majorities.” 


Of course, anybody can understand Uncle Dave's position in 
the matter. Not only does he live in the wicked city of Statesboro, 
but also he is a foreigner, having come to this State only fifty-odd 
years ago to purchase The Times. 


Personally, I just can’t wait until Roy Harris and Herman 
Talmadge get through taking Uncle Dave over the jumps. 


They'll teach him better than to espouse that strange and 
dangerous doctrine, “Whatsoever you would that men do unto 
you, do ye even so unto them.”

day’s general election will be one of the most 

| important in local history. They will vote on a 

plan of improvement for Greater Atlanta. And they will have an 

opportunity to prevent the county unit system from applying to 

the general election as it now applies to the Democratic primary. 

There are nine purely local amendments affecting Fulton 

County, and three purely local amendments affecting DeKalb 
County. 


School Extension =Extension of city school services into 
Fulton County upon the extension of 


the city limits is one amendment up for approval. Permitting 
the county tax collector to collect taxes for the City of Atlanta 
is another. Increasing the debt limitation on Fulton school dis- 
trict from 7 to 10 per cent of the assessed values on all taxable 
property is an amendment designed to obtain more money for 
schools. 


Another affecting the educational improvement provides that 
the homestead exemption shall not apply to school taxes. Still 
another Fulton amendment would permit the county commis- 
sioners to supplement the salaries of the judges of the Atlanta 
Judicial Circuit by $4,000 a year. 


One of the DeKalb amendments would improve schools. It 
calls for the elimination of homestead exemption on school taxes. 
Another DeKalb amendment authorizes the Legislature to pro- 
vide for a civil service system for employes of DeKalb County. 
The third amendment would authorize the Legislature to permit 
the county commissioner to make street improvements in sub- 
divisions and assess the cost with the approval of the owners of 
Sl per cent of the property affected. 


o nese When a constitutional amendment is pre- 
Majority Only sented to the Legislature, it must have the 
affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members of the House and 
two-thirds of the membership of the Senate in order to be placed 
on the ballot for the people’s consideration. When the people 
are voting on the amendment, however, it doesn’t require a vote 
of two-thirds of the registered voters to pass or defeat it. A 
simple majority of the persons voting in the election is all that 
is necessary.

Hans, curly haired, six-foot-three, with a flashing confi- 
dence, has been a singer long enough to take attention lightly. 
When Olin Downes called him the “star” of the Meister- 
singer cast, “singing with youthfulness, impetuesity and lyrical 
beauty ... tones that soared over the whele ensemble at the 
climax ... really the evecation of the spirit of youth and 
genius,” and Mr. Bohm declared that he “sang and acted 
with a communicative ardor not encountered in this rele in 
many a day.” he took it gratefully but with calmness.

“Hans sings well, yes?” she asked. “Now I can breathe again!” 

Hints that the role of Walther in Die Meistersinger here will 
bring an offer from the Metropolitan Opera do not catch Bierer 
naively tempted. ‘‘That,” he says, a boyish smile on his lips, 
“may come.

“It is mainly the youth that will respond to Communism,” he 
commented. “The older Communists now ... they were the strong 
Nazis when there was a Hitler. They have to belong to a totali- 
tarian group. I think we must give young people something to hope 
for, to keep them from turning to the Reds.” 

Hans Bierer is a name music lovers will be hearing from now 
on. He is the man the critics have said is big enough to step into 
the shoes of the aging Lauritz Melchior.
